Such teams are combing the dis- 
placed persons camps looking par- 
ticularly for refugees having rela- 
tives in Canada who would be in 
a position to look after them should 
they come to Canada. Last spring 
parliament authorized a slight lous- 
ening of immigration regulations to 
permit refugees, whose relatives 
would accept financial and other 
responsibility for them, to enter 
Canada more freely 

However, a long term national 
immigration policy is likely to pro- 
voke fireworks in parliament. Many 
French - Canadian members have 
long been cool toward mass im- 
migration, and the trade unions 
take the position that Canada 
should admit immigrants of a type 
needed rather than “those wished 
on us by the transportation com-
